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Supper being ready to come up- 
on the Table, tho* Philander were 
impatient to hear the Story out, yet 
he would not preſs Tomaſo, till at- 
ter Supper ; 1n which time they diſ- 
courſed of nothing but the Miracle 
of Ceſario's Love to Hermione.

All 'this we daily learn'd from a 
Page, who ſecretly brought Intelli- 
gence from Madam the Princeſs : 
So that we conceived it wholly ne- 
ceſlary. for the Intereſt of the Prince, 
that he ſhould live in a good Under- 
ftanding with this prudent Lady. 
To this end he fteigned more Re- 
{pet than uſual to her, and as ſoon 
as it was dark, every Evening made 
her his Vifits. One Evening among 
the reſt, he happened to be there, 
juſt as the Proclamation came forth 
of 'four thouland Crowns to any 
that could diſcover him ; and with- 
in half an Hour after came the King 
to viſit the Princeſs, as every Night 
he did ; her Lodging being in the 
Court: The King came without gi- 
ving any Notice , and with a very 


flender + 
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ſlender Train that Night ; ſo that 
, | -be was almoſt in the Princeſs's Bed-. 
chamber before any body inform'd 
her he was there ; ſo that the Prince 
. | hadno timetoretire but into Madam 
| | the Princeſs's Cabaret, the Door of 
which,ſheimmediately locking,made 
{ſuch a Noiſe and Buſtle that it was 
heard by his Majeſty, who neverthe- 
Jeſs had paſſed it by, if her Confuſion 
and Bluſhes had.nottarther betray'd 
her, with the unuſual Addreſs ſhe 
| made to the King: Who therefore 
| asked her who ſhe had conceal'd in 
her Cloſet. She endeavoured to put 
him off with. ſome feign'd Replies, 
| but *twould not do; the more her 
Confuſion, the more the King was 
inquiſitive, . and. urged her to give 
\him the Key of her Cabaret : But 
; ſhe, who knew the. Life of the Prince 
would be in very , great Danger, 
ſhould he be taken ſo, and knew on 
the other ſide, that to deny it would 
\ betray - the Truth as much as his 
Diſcovery would, and-cauſe him ei- 
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ther to force the Key or the Door, | - 
fell down at his Feet, and wetting | | 
his Shooes with her Tears, and graſp- | 
ing his Knees in her trembling Arms, | | 
1mplor'd that Mercy and Pity for | 
*the Prince her Husband, whom her | 
Vertue had rendered dear to her, 
however Criminal he appear'd to 
his Majeſty: She told him his Ma- 
jeſty had more pecultarly the Attri- 
butes of a God than any other Mo- | 
'narch upon Earth, and never heard 
the Wretched or the Innocent plead 
iT vain., She told him that herſelf 
and her Children, who were dearer 
to her than Life, ſhould all be as 
Hoſtages for the good Conduct and 
Duty of the Prince's future Life 
and Actions : And they would all 
be abliged to filiffer any Death, tho 
Never 7 ighominious, upon the leaſt 
breaking out of her Lord : That he 
ſhould utterly abandon thoſe of the 
reformed Religion, and yield to what 
' Articles his Majeſty would gracioully 
"be pleaſed to impoſe, quitting - ” 
alle 
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falſe and unreaſonable.Pretenſions to 
the Crown, which was only the 
Efte&ts of the Flattery .of the Hu- 


gonot Party, and the Male-Contepts. 


'Thus with the Vertue and Goodneſs 
of an Angel, ſhe pleaded with ſuch 
moving Eloquence , mix'd with 
Tears, from beautiful Eyes, . that ſhe 
fail'd not to ſoften the royal Heart, 
who knew. not how to be.deat when 
Beauty pleaded :. Yet he would not 
ſeem to yield ſo ſuddenly, leaſt it 
ſhould be imagined he had too light 
a Senſe of his Treafons , which, in 
any other great Man, would have 
been puniſhed with nogleſs than 
Death : Yet, as ſhe pleaded, he grew 
calmer, and ſuffered it without In- 
terruptzon, till ſhe waited for his 
Reply ; and obliged him by her S1- 
lence to ſpeak. He numbers up the 
Obligations he had. heaped on her 


 Husband ; how he had, by putting 


all Places of great Command and 
Intereſt into his Hands, made him 
the greateſt Prince and Favourite, of

a-SubjeR, in the World ; and infi- 
nitely happier than a Monarch : 
That he had all the Glory and Power 
of one, and wanted but the Care : 
All the Sweets of Empire, while all 
that was diſagreeable and toilſom, 
remain'd with the Title alone. He 
therefore upbraided him with infi- 
nite Ingratitude, and want of Ho- 
nour ; with all the Folly of ambi- 
tious Youth : And left nothing un- 
fad that might make rhe Princeſs 
ſenfible it was too late to hide any 
of his Treaſons from him, ſince they 
were all but too apparent to his Ma- 
jeſly. "Pwas therefore that ſhe ur- 
ged nothing but his Royal Mercy 
and Forgiveneſs, without indeavou- 
ring to leflen his Guilt, or inlarge 
on his Innocency. In fine, my Lord, 
ſo well ſhe ſpoke, that at laſt ſhe 
had the Joy to perceive the happy 
Effects of her Wit and Goodnels, 
which had mov'd Tears of Pity and 
Compaſhonfrom his Majeſty's Eyes; 
which was Ce/ar/o's Cue. to come 
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forth, as immediately he did. ( ha- | 


- ving heard all that had palſS'd ) 


and threw himſelf at his Majelty's 
Feet : And this was the critical Mi- 
nute he was to ſnatch for the gain- 
ing his Point, and of which he made 
a moſt admirable uſe. He call'd up 
all the Force of neceſſary Dithimula- 
tion, 'Tenderneſs to his Voice, Tears 
to his Eyes, and Trembling to his 
Hands, that ſtay'd the too willing 
and melting Monarch by his Robe, 
till he had beard him implore, and 
ranted him his Pity : Nor did he 
quit his Hold, till the King cry'd 
with a ſoft Voice Riſe at 
which he was aſſured of what he 
asked. He refuſed however to riſe, 
till the Pardon was pronounced. He 
own'd himſelf the greateſt Criminal 
in Nature ; that he was drawn from 
his Allegiance by the molt ſubtile 
Artifices of his Enemies, who un- 
der falſe Friendſhips had allur'd his 
Hopes with gilded Promiſes; and 
which he nov too plainly ſaw were 
K. 4 Deligns 
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Deſigns to propagate their own pri- Þ 


vate Intereſts, and not his Glory. 
He humbly beſought his Majeſty 
to make ſome gracious Allowances 
for his Vanities of Youth, and to be- 
leve now he had ſo dearly bought 
Diſcretion, at almoſt the price of 
his Majeity's - eternal Difpleaſure , 
that he would reform, and lead {ſo 
good a life, ſo abſolutely from any 
appearance of Ambition, that his 
Majeſty ſhould ſee lie had not a 
more faithful Subject than. himſeif. 
In fine, he found himſelf, by this 
Acknowledgment he had begun 
with, to advance yet farther : Nor 
would 'his Majeſty be fatisfied 
without the whole Scene of the 
Matter ; and how they were to have 
{urprized and ſeized him; where, 
and by what Numbers. All which 
he was forc'd to give an Account 
of ; ſince now to have fallen back, 
when he was in their Hands, had 
been his infallible Ruine. All 
which he perform'd with as much 
Tenderncſs 
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f Fenderneſs and Reſpect to his 


Friends concern'd,. asf his own Life 
had been depending : And tho*' he 
were extreamly preſt to diſcover 
ſome of the great ones of the Party, 
he would never give his. conſent to 
an ACtion ſo mean, as to be an E- 
vidence. All that could be got from 
him farther, was, to promiſe his Ma- 
jelty to give under his Hand, what 
he had in private confeſs'd to: him; 
with which the King remained very 
well ſatisfy'd, and order'd him to. 
come to Court the next day. Thus 
for that Night they parted, with: 
infinite- Careiſes on the King's part, 
and: no little Joy on his. . His Ma- 
jeſlty was no ſooner gone, but he: 


- gave immediate order to- the Se-- 


cretaries of State, to draw. up» his 
Pardon, which was done,. with good. 
Speed, rhat he had. it in his. own: 
Hands the next day. When heTame; 
to Court. 'tis not to be — the: 
Surprize it was-to all to behold..the: 
Man, in the greateſt State. imagi= 
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 nNable, who but Yeſterday was to 
Have been. Crucified at any Price: 


And thoſe, who moſt exclaim'd a- 
gainſt him, were the firſt who paid 
him Homage, and careſs'd him at the 
higheſt: rate; only the moſt Wiſe 
and Judicious, propheſied his Glo- 
ries were not of along Continuati- 
en.. The King made no Vilits 
where the Prince did not publickly 
appear :: He told all People, with 
infinite joy ,. that the Prince had 
confeſſed the whole Plot, and that 
he would give it under his Hand 
and Seal, in order to having it pub- 
liſhed thro'out. all Frarce, © for the 
Satisfaction. of all thoſe who: had 
been deluded and deceived by our 


{ſpecious Pretences ; and for the Ter- 


ror of . thoſe, who had any ways ad- 
tiered to{o pernicious a Villainy :\ So 
that he met with nothing but Re- 
proaches from thoſe of our own Par- 
ty at Court : For there were many, 
who, hitherto were unſuſpected, 
and who now, out of fear of being 


betray & 
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betray'd by the Prince, were ready 
to fall at the Kings Feet and con- 
fels all : Others there were, that 
left the Court and Town upon it.- 
In fine, the face of things ſeem'd ex- 
treamly altered, -while the Prince 
bore himſelf like a Perſon who had 
the Misfortune juſtly to lie beneath 
the Exclamations of a diſobliged-. 
Mulritude, as they at leaſt imagined, 
and bore all, as if their Fears had 
been true, without ſo much as of- 
fering at his Juſtification , to con- 
firm his Majelty's good Opinion of 
him : He added to. his Pardon a Pre- 
ſent of twenty thouſand Crowns ; 
half of it being paid the next day 
after his coming to Court, And un 
ſhort, my Lord, his Majeſty grew 
ſo fond of the Prince,. he could not 
:adure to ſuffer him out of his Pre- 
{ence ; and was: never ſatisfied with 
ſeeing him: He. carried him the 
next day to the publick Theatre with 
him, to ſhow the World he was 
reconcil'd. But by this-time he had 

all: 
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all confirm'd, and grew impatient 
to. declare himſelf to his Friends, 
whom he would not have remain 
long in their ill Opinion of him. 
It happened , the. third day, of his 
coming to Court ( inreturning ſome 
of - thoſe Viſits he had received from 
all the great Perſons) he went to 
wait upon the Dutcheſs of a 
Lady who had ever had a tender 
, ReſpeCt for the. Prince : In. the time 
of this Viſit, a young Lady of Quali- 
ty happen'd to come in-; one whom 
your Lordſhip knows a great Wit, 
and much eſteemed at Court, Mada- 
moiſell Mariana:. By this Lady he 
found himſelf welcom'd to Court 
with all the Demonſtrations of Joy ; 
as alſo by the old Dutcheſs, who 


had divers times heretofore perſwa- 


ded the Prince to leave the Hugo- 
pots, -and return to the King and 
Court : She uſed to tell him: he was 
a handſome--Youth, and ſhe loved 
his. Mother well; that he danc'd 
finely, and ſhe had rather ſee him 
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in aBall-at Court, than in Rebellion: 
in the Field ; and often to this pur-- 
poſe her Love would rally him ; 
and now ſhew'd no leſs concern of 
Toy for his Reconciliation; and look- 
ing on him, as a true Convert, fell 
a-railing , with all the Malice and 
Wit ſhe could invent, at thoſe-pub- 
lick ſpirited Knaves who: had ſedu- +. 
ced him. Sherail'd me, and curſed 
thoſe Politicks which had betray'd 
him, to almoſt Ruine it ſelf. The 
Prince heard her, with all the Pati- 
ence he. could, for ſome*time, but 
when he found her touch him fo 
tenderly, and name his Friends, as 
if he had own'd -any fuch ill Coun- 
celors, his Colour came into his 
Face, and he could not forbear de- 
fending us with all the Force of 
Friendſhip. He told her he knew 
of-no ſuch Seducers, no Villains of 
the Party, nor of any trayterous De- 
ſi2n, that either himſelf, or any Man 
in Fraxc?, had ever harboured : At 
W:11C11, [hz growing to upbraid him, 
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ina manner too paſſionate,he thought 
it decent to end his Viſit, and left 
her very abruptly. At his going 
out he met with the Duke 0 
Brother to the Dutcheſs, going to 
viſit her : Ex paſſant a very indifferent 
Ceremony paſs'd on both ſides, for 
this Duke never had entertain'd- a 
Friendſhip, or ſcarce ReſpeCt for Ce- 
ſario ; but going into his Siſter's, -the 
Dutcheſs her Chainber, he found her 
all ina Rage at the Princes ſo publick 
Defence of the Hugonots, and their 
Allies ;. and the Duke entering, they 
told him. what had paſs'd. This 
was a very great Pleaſure to him, 
who had a mortal Hate at this time 
to the- Prince. He made his Vilit 
- very ſhort, haſtens to. Court, and 
went directly to the King, and told 
him how infinitely he found his Ma- 
jeity miſtaken in the imagined Peni- 
tence of the Prince ; and then told 
him what he had faid at the Dut- 
cheſs of: Lodgings, and had dil- 
own'd he ever confeſd any trea- 
lonable 
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fonable Deſign againſt his Majeſty, 
and gave *em the Lye, who- durſt: 
charge himwith any ſuch Villainy.. 
The King, who was unwilling to 
credit what he wiſhed not true, plain- 
ly told the Duke, he could not be-- 
lieve it, but that it was the Malice 
of his Enemies who had forg'd this ; 
the Duke reply'd, he would bring 
thoſe to his. Majeſty, that heard the 
Words : Immediately thereupon dif- 
patched away his Page, to begg the 
Dutcheſs would come to Court, with 
Madamoiſell Mariana. The Dut- 
cheſs ſuſpeQting the truth of the Buſi- 
neſs, and unwilling to do the Prince 
an il] Office, excuſed herſelf, by ſend- 
ing word ſhe was ill of the Colick. 


But Mariaza, who. lov'd the King's 


Intereſt, and found the Ingratitude, 


as ſhe calPd-it, of the prime, haſted 


in her Chair to Court, and juſtified 
all the Duke had faid ; who being a 
Woman of great Wit and Honour,.. 
found that Credit which the Duke 


faiPd of, as an open Enemy to the 
Prince. 
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Prince. - About an "hour after the 
Prince appeared at Court, and 
found the face of Things' changed 
extreamly.; and thoſe, who belore 
had kiſs'd his Hand, and were proud 
of every ſmile from him - Now be- 
held him with coldneſs, and ſcarce 
made way as 'he palt. However, 
he went on to the Preſence and found 
the King, whoſe looks were allo ve- 
Ty much changed ; who taking him 
- Into the Bed-Chamber, ſhow*d him 
his whole Confeſſion, drawn up 
ready for him to tign, as he had pro- 
mis'd, tho' he never intended any 
ſuch thing ; and now reſolv'd to die 
rather than do it : He took 1t in his 
Hand, while the King cry'd, 
Here keep your Wora, and Sign your 
Narrative, Stay, Sir, replied 
the Prince, I have the Council of my 
Friends to ak firſt, in ſo weighty an 
Affair. The King confirm in all 
he had heard, no longer doubted but 
he. had been too cunning for him ; 


and going out 1in- a very great dil- 
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content, he only cry'd, Sir, if 
os have any better Frithds than m T, 
ſelf, T leave you to'em ; 4nd with 
this left him. The Prince was very 
glad he. had got the Confeſſion-Pa- 
per, hoping it would never come 
to- light again; the King was the 
only perſon to whom he had made 
the Conteſſion, and he was but one 
Accuſer ; and him he thought the 
Party could at any time be too pow- 
ertul to oppoſe, all being eaſily be- 
lieved an their fide, and nothing on 
that of the Court. After this, in 
the Evening, the King going to vi- 
{1t Madam the Dutchels of tor 
whom he had a very great Eſteem, 
and whither every Day the whole 
Court followed him : "The Prince, 
with all the aſſurance imaginable, 
made his Court there alſo; but he was. 
no ſooner come into the Preſence, 
but he perceived Anger in the Eyes. 
of that Monarch, who had indeed a 
peculiar Greatneſs and Firceneſs there 
when Angry : A Minute after he 
{ent 
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fent Monſieur to the. Prince, 
with a command to leave the Court ; 
- and without much Ceremony he ac- 
cordingly departed, and went di- 
rectly to Hermione, who with all 
the impatience - of Love expected 
him; nor was much ſurprized to 
find him Baniſht the Court : For he 
made her acquainted with his molt 
Secret Deſigns ; who having made 
all his Intereſts her own, Efpouſed 
whatever related to him, and was 
capable of retaining a!l with great 
Fidelity : Nor had he quitted her 
one Night, ſince his coming to 
Court; and he hath often, with rap- 
ture, told me, Hermione was a Friend 
as well as a Miſtreſs, and one with 
whom, whea the firſt Play was end- 
ed, he could Diſcourſe with of uſe- 
ful things of State, as well as Love ; 
and improve in both the Noble My- 


{teries, by her Charming Converſa-- 


tion, - The Night of this ſecond Dil- 
grace, I went to Hermione's to vi- 
lit him, where we Diſcours'd what 

| X was 
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was next to be done. He did not 
think his Pardon was ſufficient to 
ſecure him, and he was not willing 
to truſt a King who might be con- 
vinced, that that Tenderneſs he 
had for him, was abſolutely agaiaſt 


the Peace and Quiet of. all Fraxce. 


T was of this Opinion, ſo' that upon 


farther debate, we thought 1t abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to quit Fraxce, till 


the Courts keat ſhould be a little a- 


bated, and that the King might ima- 
gine- himſelf, by his abſence, 1n 
more Tranquillity than he really 1s. 
In order to this, he made me take 
my Flight into Flaxders, here to pro- 
vide all things neceſſary againſt his 
coming ; and I received his com- 
mand to ſeek you out, and beg you: 
would attend his coming hither. I 
expect him every Day. He told me 
at parting , he long'd to conſult with 
you how next to play this mighty 
Game, on which ſo many Kingdoms 
are ſtaked, and which he is reſolv'd 
to win or be nothing. An 1m- 

per-- 
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perfect Relation, replied Philander, 
we had of this Afﬀair,but I never could

Be pleas'd to know, my Lord, that 
about a Week before our deſign was 
fully diſcovered by ſome of our own 
under-Rogues, I had taken a great 
Houſe in Fabour St. Jermins, for my 
Miſtreſs, whom you know, my 
Lord, .I had liv'd.with for the ſpace 
of a Year. She was gone to drink 
the Waters of Bourbon, for ſome in- 
diſpoſition, and I had promiled” ber 
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all things ſhould be fitted againſt her

- nificent : And believe few Women

in deriſion to me, not to her, for 
whom every body, for her own ſake, 
had a conſiderable Eſteem. Beſides, 
my Lord, I had taken up Money 
out of the Orphans and Widows - 
Bank from the Chamber of Paris, 
and could very well afford to be La- 
viiſh when I ſpent upon the publick 
Stock. While I was thus ordering 
all things, my Yalkt came running 
out of Breath to tell me, that being 
at the Locwre, he ſaw ſeveral per- 
{ons carried to the Secretaries Office, 
with Meflengers ; and that inqui- 
ring who they might be, he found 


they 
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they were two Pariſians, who had 
offered themielves to the Meſſengers,

prevent, yet I could not always be 
ungrateful; and when I paid hermy 
Services, *twas ever cextreamly well 
received; and becaule of her Quality, 
and ſeting up for a ſecond Marri- 
age, ſhe always took care to make 
my Approaches to her in as conceal'd 
a manner as poſſible ; and only her 
Porter, one Page, and one Woman, 
knew this ſecret Amour ; and for the 
better carrying 1t on, I ever went in 
a Hackney-Coach, leaſt my Livery 
ſhould be ſeen at her Gate ; And as

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it was my Cuſtom at other tunes, 
{0I now ſent the Porter ( whom, by 
my Bounty and his Ladies, was in- 
tirely my own Creature) for the 
Page, to come to me,' who imme- 
diately did, and I defired him to let 
his Lady know, I waited her Com- 
mands ; That was the Word ; He im- 
mediately brought me Anſwer, that 
by goed Fortune his Lady was all 
alone, and infinitely wiſhing ſhe 
knew where to ſend him for me:

This Sum fo wrought with: the {la- 
viſh Minds of Men, that no Art was 
left uneſſay'd to take me : They 
ſearcht all Houſes, all Hackney- 
: Coaches that paſs'd by Night ; and 
did all that Avarice could inſpire to 
take me, but all in vain : Atlaſt this 
glorious Sum ſo dazled the Mind of 
Madam the Counteſs's Porter, that 
he went to a Captain of the Muſque- 
tiers, and aſſured him, if the King 
would give him the aforeſaid Sum, 
he would betray me, and bring him 
the following Night to {urprize me 
without any Reſiſtance : "The 'Cap- 
tain, who thought, if the Porter 
ſhould have all the Sum, he ſhould 
et none ; andevery one hoptng to 
be the happy Man that ſhould take 
me and win the Prize, could not 


indure another ſhould have the Glo-

much Wit to be groily impoied up- 
on. She knew O#awolov'd fo well, 
it would either make- her loſe him 


by Death or refeating Pride, it ſhe 


ſhould 
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ſhould ever b& diſcovered to: him 


to be untrue; and ſhe knew ſhe 


ſhould. loſe Philarder to fome new 
Miſtriſs, if he once perceived - her 
talſe. He asked her a thouſand 
Queſtions concerning O#avio, and 
{ſhe ſeem'd to laviſh every Secret of 
her Soul to. her Lover; but like a 
right Woman, ſo. ordered her Dil- 
courſe, as all that made for her Ad- 
vantage, ſhe declared, and all the 
reſt.ſhe conceal'd.. She told him that 
thoſe Hopes which her Revenge had 
made her give Ofavio, had obliged 


him to preſent her with ſuch and' 


ſuch fine Jewels, ſuch Plate, ſuch 


Summs ; and in fine, made him un-- 


derſtand that all her Trophies from 
the believing Lover, ſhould be laid 
at his Feet, who had conquered her 
Heart; And that now, having 1n- 
riched herſelf, ſhe would abandon 
him wholly to Diſpair. This did 
not ſp well ſatisfy Ph:ilayder, but 
that he needed ſome greater Proofs 
of her Fidelity , fearing all theſe 
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ich Preſents were not for a little 
Hope alone ; and ſhe fail 'd not gi- 
ving what Proteltations he delired. 
Thus the Night paſs'd away, and

little Impatience he left. Silvia. 
That Morniag a Lady having ſent 
to Oftavio, to give her an Afhgna- 


tion 1n the Park ; tho' he were not + 


curious after Beauty ; vet beheving 
there might: be ſomething more in 
it than meerly a Lady, he dreſs'd 
himſelf and went, which was the 
reaſon he made not his Viſit that 
Morning, as he .uſed to do, to Si/- 
via, and ſo was yet ignorant of her 
Ingratitude : while ſhe, on the other 
{ide, finding herſelf more poſleſs'd 
with Vanity than Love; for having 
gain'd her end as imagined, and got 
a ſecond Victory over his Heart, in 
{pight of all Ca/ifa's Charms, ſhe 
did not ſo much conſider him as be- 
fore ;. nor was he ſo dear to her as 
{he fancied he wauld have been, 
before {he believed! it poſhble to get 
him any more to her Arms; and 
{he found it was Pride-and Revenge 
'to Caliſta, that made her ſo fond of 
indearing him, and that ſhe ſhould 

thereby 
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thereby triumph over that haughty 
Rival; who pretended to be fo ſure 
of the Heart of her Hero: And ha- 
ving ſatisfied her Ambition in that 


+ Point, ſhe was more pleaſed than 


ſhe imagined ſhe ſhould be, and 
could now return her Thoughts a- 
gain to Oftavie, whole Charms, 
whoſe Indearments, and laviſh Ob- 
ligations, came anew to her Me- 
mory ,' and made him appear the 


- moſt agreeable to her Genius and 


Humour, which now lean'd to In- 
tereſt more than Love; and now ſhe 
fancies ſhe found Philander duller 
in her Arms than O#avio, that he 
taſted of Califa, while Offavio way 
all her own intirely, adoring and 
ever preſenting; two Excellencies, 
of which Philander now had | but 
part of one. She found Philander 
now in a Condition: to be ever ta- 
king from her, while Ofavio's was 
ſill to be giving ; which was a great 
Weight in the Scale of Love, when 
a' fair vain Woman guides the Ba- 

lance: 
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' Jance::- And now ſhe begins | to di- 
ſtruſt all that Philander had ſaid of 
his Innocence, from what ſhe now 
remembers ſhe heard from Cali; 
Herſelf, and reproaches her own 
Wealcneſs tor believing : While her 
- penitent Thoughts were thus wan- 
dering 1n favour of OfZavio, that 
Lover arriv'd., and approach'd her 
with all the Joy in his Soul and 
Eyes that either could expreſs... *Tis 
now, my fair Charmer, aid he, that 
T am come to offer you, ' what aloe 
can make me wiore worthy of you——— 
And' pulling . from his Pocket the 
Writings and inventories. of all his 
own.and his Uncles Eſtate See 
here, {aid he, what thoſe mighty Pow- 
ers that favour Love, have done for 
Silvia? It zs not, continued he, the 
Trifle of .a Million of \ Money, ( which 
theſe amount to ) that has pleaſed me, 
but becauſe I am now able to lay it 
"without Controul at your Feet. It ſhe 
were before inclined to receive him 
well, what was {he now,, when a 
we million 
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million of Money rendered him fo 
charming: She imbrac'd his Neck 
with her ſnowy Arms, lays her 
Cheek to his raviſh'd Face, and 
kiſs'd him a thouſand Welcomes; {o 
well ſhe knew how to make herſelf 
Miſtriſs of all this vaſt Fortune : And 
I ſuppoſe he never appear'd ſo fine 
as at this Moment. While ſhe thus 
careſſed him, he could not forbear ſigh- 
ing, as if there were yet ſomething 
behind to compleat his Happineſs ; 
For tho' Of#avio were extreamly 
blinded with Love, he had abun- 
dance of Wit, and a great many 
Doubts ( which were augmented by 
the Arrival of Ph:laxader ) and he 
was too wile and too haughty to be 
impoſed upon, at leaſt as he believed : 
And yet he had fo very good an 
Opinion of Szhvia's Honour. and 
Vows, which ſhe had engaged: to 
him, that- he durſt hardly name” his 
Fears,* when by his Sighs ſhe found 
them : And willing to leave no Ob-

more dare to pretend to me; but on 
the contrary, I will behold him as my 
mortal Enemy, the Murderer of my 
Fame and Innocence, and as the moſt 
ungrateful and perfidions Man that e- 
ver &v'd. This the confirm'd with 
Oaths and Tears, and a thouſand 
indearing Exprefſhons. So that eſta- 
bliſhing his Heart in a perfect Tran- 
quiliity , - and he leaving his Wri- 
tmgs and Accounts with her, he 
fold her he was obhged to dine with 
the .Arvocates, 'who had atted' for 
him itt #4, nd could not ſtay

clar'd before the reſt that he for- 
ave that Stranger, meaning OZav1o, 

Ns he had, by a Miſtake of his- 
Footman, pull'd on his own Death, 
and had deferved it : And thereup- 
on, as well as he could, he told them 
for whom he had miſtaken OFavzo,, 
who having injured his Honour, he 
had yow'd Revenge upon ; and that: 
he took the fair Lady, meaning S7- 
via, for a faithleſs Wife of his, who- 
had been the Authoreſs.of all- this. 
OFavio ſoon divin'd this to be his 
Brother-1n-Law Clarinau, whom yet 
he had never ſeen ; and ſtooping 
down to hitn, he cry'd ; "Tis I, Sir, 
that ought to demand athouſand Par- 
dons of you , for letting the Revenge 
of Caliſta's Honour alone ſo long. 
CErinau wondered who he ſhould be: 
that named Cxii/#a, and asking him 
his Name, he told him he was the 
unhappy Brother to. that fair Wan- 
ton, whioſe Story was but too welt 
known to * him. . This while C/a-

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rindi Ping his Face; found - hint 
the very Picture of that fall Char- 
mer ; while Of gyig-went on and aſ-

ſooner gone, but Philander, who ne-

him, and pay his Courteſy If T had 
injoy'd his Siiter, he might ſuppoſe I: 
kzew her not to be ſo; and what. 
Man. of Wit or Touth would refuſe a. 
lovely Woman, that preſents a Heart 
laden with Love, and a Perſon all o- 
vir C harms, to his Boſom : IF. were to .: 
be eſteem'd unworthy the Friendſhip of 
a Man of Honour , if I ſhould: Bat 
he has baſely: betray'd me every way ,,.. 

makes : 
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makes Love to my celebrated Miſtrif, 
whom he knows I love, and getting 
Secrets, unravels *'em to make hu 
Conrt and his Acceſs the eaſter. She 
torefaw the dangerous Conſequence 
of a Quarrel of this nature; and had 
no ſooner blown the Fire { which 
ſhe did, to the end that Philander 
thould avoid her Lodgings, and all 
places where he might meet Oavio) 
but ſhe hinders all her Deſigns ; and 
fixing him there, he was reſolv'd to 
expect him at the firſt place he 
thought moſt likely to find him in : 
She indeayoured, by 'a thouſand In- 
treaties, to get him gone, urging 1t 
all for his Safety; but that made 
him but the more reſolv'd; and all 
ſhe could do could not hinder him 
from ſtaying Supper, and after 
that, from going to Bed : So that 
ſhe was forced to- hide a thouſand 
Terrors and Fears by feigned Ca- 
reſles, the ſooner to get him to meet 
Ceſario in the Morning, as he 111d 
he was to do: And tho? ſhe could 

not 
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not help flattering both while by, 
yet ſhe ever lov'd the abſent belt ; 
and now repented a thouſand times 
that ſhe had told him any thing. 

Early the next Morning, as was 
his Cuſtom , Octavio came to1inquire

OXavio's Bounty, and car'd not for 
Philander. Oftavis being Maſter 
of the Key , flies. to Si/via's Door 
- like Lightening , or a jealous Lo- 
ver, mad to diſcover, what ſeen, 
would kill him : He. opens the 
Chamber-door, and goes ſottly to the 
Bed-ſjde, as if he now fear'd to find 
what he ſought, and wiſhed to 
Heaven he might be miſtaken ; he 
opened the Curtains, and found S/- 
via ſleeping with Philander 1n her 
Arms. I need make no Diſcripti- 
on of his Confuſion and Surprize ; 
the Character I have given of chat 

gallant,

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gallant, honeſt and generous Lover, 
is ſufficient to make yau imagine 
his Heart, when indeed he could 
believe his Eyes : Before he thought 
— he was about to draw his 
Sword, and run 'em both through, 
and revenge at once his injured Ho- 
nour, his Love, and that of his Si- 
ſter ; but that little Reaſon he had 
left check'd that Barbarity , and he. 
was readjer, from his own. natural” 


. Fweetneſs of Diſpoſition to run him-- 


ſelf upon his own Sword : And there: 
the Chrifiaz pleaded and yet. 
he found his Heart breaking , his 
whole Body trembling, his Mind all 
Agony, . his Cheeks cold and pale, 
his Eyes languiſhing, his Tongue re- 
fuſing to give Utterance to his Preſ- 
ſure, and his. Leggs to ſupport his 
Body ; and much ado. he had to reel 
into. Artorett's: Chamber, where he 
found the Maid dying with Grief 
for her Concern for him. He was

fometimes ſighing and weeping : 
*T'was a good while ſhe continued 
# theſe Diſorders, {till thinking on 
what ſhe had to do next, that might 
redeem all ; Being a. little come to: 
herſelf, ſhe thought.good to conſult. 
with Brithard in this Afﬀair , - bes! 
tween whom and O#avioſhe found 
there was a very good. Underſtand- 
ing: And reſolving abſolutely to quit 
Philander, {he no longer had. any:

Heart, ſhe ſends for Bri/jard, whom 
ſhe careſſes anew, with all the Fond- 
nels and Familiarity of a Woman,

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allant. TI havealready ſaid he was 
very handſome, .and very well made, 
and you. may believe he took all the 
care he could in dreſſing, which he 
underſtood very well: He had a 
good deal of Wit, and was very 
well faſhion'd and bred : With 
all theſe Accomplithments, and the 
addition of Love and Yourh, he could 
not be imagined to appear. wholly 
mndifferent in the Eyes of any body,

revenge' herſelt with Brilhard', but 
fully to reſolve their Afﬀair, and to 
provide all things againſt their 
Flight, which they had abſolutely 
done before Philander's Return ; 
- who, coming home , received Br///- 

Jard very kindly, and the News 
| which 
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whica he brought, and which made 
him underſtand, he ſhould not have 
any long time to finiſh his new A- 
mour 1n ; but as he was very Con- 
quering both in Wit and Beauty,, he 
left not the Village without leaving. 
ſome Ruins behind of Beauty, which 
ever after bewaild his Charms; and 
ſince his departure was fo neceſlary, 
and that in four or five days he was: 
oblig'd to go,they deferr'd their flight 
till he was gone; which time they 
had wholly to themſelves, and made 
as good uſe of it as they could ;. at 
leaſt ſhe thought ſo, and you may be 
{ure, he allo, whoſe Love increagd 
with his poſleſſion. But S:i/vi4 longs 
for Liberty, and thoſe neceſſary Gal- 
lantries, which every day dimini{h'd ; 
ſhelov'd rich Cloths, gay. Coaches,. 
and to be laviſh; and now ſhe was 
ſtinted to good Houſewifery, a Pe- 
nury ſhe hated. 

The time of Philander's departure 
being come, the took a very careleſs. 
leave of Si/viz, telling her he would 

:” MY ſee 
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ſee what Commands the Prince had 
for him, and return in: Ten or 
Twelve days. Brilhard pretended 
fome little Indispoſition,and beg'd he 
might be permitted to follow him, 
which was granted, and the next 
day, ' tho Br:{jard pleaded infinitel 
for a continuation of his happineſs 
two or three days more, {he would 
not ou it, but oblig'd him, by a 
thouſand kind promiſes of it for the 
future, to get Horſes ready for her 
Page, and Woman,” and her Coach 
for her ſelf ; which accordingly was 
done, and they left the Village, whoſe 
Name I cannot now call to mind, 
taking with her what of value ſhe 
had left. They were three days on 
their journey 3 Brilhard under pre- 
tence of care of her Health, the wea- 
ther being Hot, and for fear of oyer- 
taking Philander by ſome accident 
on the Road, delay'd, the time as 
much as was poſſible, to be as hap- 
Py as he could all the while ; and 1n- 
deed Sitvia was never ſeen in a Hu- 
mour 
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mour more - Gay. She found this 
ſhort time of hope and pleaſure, had 
brought all her baniſh'dBeauties back, 
that Care, Sickneſs and Grief, had 
extreamly 'tarniſht, only her Shape 
was a little more 1nclining to be Fat, 
which did not at all however yet un- 
pare her fineneſs; and ſhe was in- 
deed too Charming without, for the 
deformity of her indiſcretion within 
but ſhe had broke the bounds of Ho- 


'nour, and now ſtuck at nothing that 


might carry on an Intereſt, which 
{he refolved ſhould be the buſineſs of 
her future life. 

She at laſt arriv*d at Brwxells, and 
caus'd a Lodging to be taken for her 
in the remoteſt part of the Town ; 
as ſoon as ſhe came ſhe oblig'd Brill- 
1ard to vilit Oftavio ; but going to his 
Auat's, to. enquire for hum, he was 
told that he was no longer 1n the 
World ; he ſtood amaz'd a' white, be- 
lieving he had been, dead; when Ma- 
dam, the Aunt, told him' he was re- 
tir*d to the Monaſtery of the Order 
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of St. Bernard,” and 'woulÞin #day 
or two without the” Probarionary 
Year,take Holy Orders.” This did not 
{5 much ſurprize him as the other, 
knowing that he diſcours'd to him, 
' when he ſaw him laſt, asif ſome 
fach retirement he: meant to ref6lve 
upon ; with this News, which he 
was not altogether diſpleas'd at, Brill- 
jard return'd- to Sihvza, which'Toon 
- chang'd.all her good Humour toTears 
and Melancholy : She inquir'd' at 
what I he 'was, and believ'd ſhe 
fhou'd' have power to withdraw him 
from a reſolution ſo fatal to her, and 
ſo contradictive to his Youth and 
Fortune ; and having conſulted the 
matter with Brilljard, he had pro- 
miſed her' to go to him, and uſt all 
means. poſſible to withdraw: him. 
This reſolv'd, ſhe writ a moſt inſi- 
nuating Letter to hjm, whereinſhe 
excys'd her flight” by a futprize- of 
PhylandeN $841 of p 4 her con, 
as it then was, for the excule of her 
long ſilence; "Ind that's as ſoon as her 
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| Health would give her leave, ſhe 


came to put. her ſelf eternally 1ato - 
his Arms; never to depart more from: 
thence. Theſe Arguments.and Rea- 
ſons, accompanied with all the 1n- 
dearing tenderneſs her artful Fancy 
was Capable of framing, ſhe ſent, 
with a tull aſſurance it would pre-- 
vail to pzrſ[wade him to the World, . 
and her fair Arms again, While ſhe 
was preparing this to go, . Philander, 
who had heard at his arrival, what 
made ſo much noife, that he had 
been the occaſion of the Worlds. loſs 
of two of the fineſt Perſons in it, the 
Siſter Califta by Debauching her, and 
the Brother by Raviſhing his Miſtriſs 
from him, both which were entring. 
without all poſltaility of prevention, 
into Holy Orders. He took ſo great a 
Melancholy at it, as made him keep 
his Chamber tor two Days, maugre. 
all the urgent affairs that ought to 
have 1nvited him from thence ; he 
was conſulting by what power to: 


preveat, the Misfortune ; he. now ran: 
back. 
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back to all the Obligations he had to 
OFavio, and pardons him all the in- 
juries he did him ; he loves him more 
by. loving Silvia leſs, and remem- 
bred how that generous Friend, af- 
ter he knew he ad diſhonoaied his 
Siſter, had notwithftanding fent him 
Letters of Credit, to the Majeftrates 
of Cologne, and Bills of Exchange to 
fave him from the Murder of his Bro- 
ther-in-Eaw, as was likely to have 
been. - He now charges all his little 
taults to thofe of Love, and hearing 
that old Clarinas was . dead of the 
wound O#avio had given . him 
by miſtake, which increaſed in 
- kim new hope of Cati#z, cou'd 
the be retriev*'d from the Monaſtery, 
he refolv'd in order to this to make 
OFavio a. Vifit, to beg his Pardon,and 
beg his MEND, and his Continu- 
ation in the World. He came accord- 
ingly to the Monaſtery, and was ex- 
_ tream civilly received byO#avio,who 
yet had not the Habit on. Phiander 
old him, he heard he was keaving the 

World 
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World, and could not ſuffer him to 
do ſo, without indeavouring to gain 

' his Pardon of him, for all the inju- 
ries he had done him; that as to what 

" related to his Siſter the Counteſs, 
he proteſted upon his Honour, if he 
had but imagined ſhe had been ſo, he 
wou'd have Taffer'd death ſooner than 
his Paſſion to have approach'd her in- 
diſcreetly; and that for S:i/via, if he 
were aſſur'd her poſſeſſion could 
make him happy, and call him to 
the World again, he affur'd him he 
 wou'd quit her to him, were ſhe Ten 
times dearer to him than ſhe was. 
This he confirm'd with ſo many pro- 
teſtations of Friendſhip, that Ofavio 
oblig'd to the laſt degree, believ'd 
| and return'd him this Anſwer, Szr, I 
| muſt confeſs you have found out the on- 
| *Iy way to diſarm me of my reſentment 
againſt you, if I were not obligd by 
' thoſe Vows I am going to take,to pardon 
and be at peace with all the” World. 
However theſe Vows cannot hinder me- 
from conſerving intirely that Friendſhip:

faid he, ( and Sighing laid his Arms 
about his Neck ) :for even you with 
all that ſtock of Charms, ſhe will at la# 
betray : I wiſh her well ſo well as 
to repent of all her Wrongs to me 
"Tis all T have to (ay. What Philan- 
der could: urge, being impoſſible to 
prevail with him : And 'beging his 
Pardon and Friend\{hip *( which was 
granted by Offavio, and implor'd on 
his fide from Phz/axder)he took a ring 
of a great value from his Finger, and 
preſented it to 'Philapder, and beg'd 
him to' keep it for his Sake; and to 
remember him while he did fo ; They 
Kiſt, and Sighing parted. 
 Philander was no ſooner. gone, but

awful as Mourners, that attend the 
Hearſe of ſome lov'd Monarch. While 
we were thus liſtening, the ſoft Mu- 
ſick playing, and the Angels ſinging, 
the whole Fraternity of the Order of 
St. Bernard, came in, two by two, in 
very graceful Order ; and going upto 
the ſhining Altar, whoſe Furniture, 
that day, was Embroidered with
